The Wilbur order directed Robi- 


son not to divulge 
confidential in- 


formation upon which, according to 
the 
Admiral, he convinced both 


secretary of the Navy Denby and E. 
L. Doheny of urgent military neces- 
sity for the Pearl Harbor projects.

the state at least $100,000 has failed 
to solve the crime. 


But it has cleared the name ' of 


the. proud, implacable widow and her 
kin against whom the whisperings of 
guilt have been levelled almost since 
the day the murder was discovered. 


Seldom has a favorable verdict 


been accepted so calmly as by the 
three defendants 
yesterday, 
when 


after- five hours of deliberation the 
jurors solemnly reported "not guil- 
ty." 


It has been an afternoon of sus- 


pense. Early December darkness had 
fallen and the first snow of the sea- 
son was visiting Somcrville. Mrs. 
Hall and her brothers awaited the 
verdict in the restroom of the coun- 
ty jail. Not once1 through the deso- 
late hours did they discuss the trial. 


Word spread that the jurors had 


reached agreement. The defendants 
returned to the court room. Twelve 


men of the soil and such urban life 
as Somerset county affords formed 
a crescent about the judge's bench. 


A separate verdict was returned 


for each of the accused. 


The defendants seemed to accept 


the decision as their due. Their at- 
torneys were jubilant, even the 
67 


years old Robert II. McCartcr, for- 
mer attorney general, devising 
a 


miniature snake dance. But Mrs. 
Hall and her brothers moved com- 
posedly out of the room that they 
had occupied for 24 days of court. 


Willie and Henry returned to the 


jail, where, according to 
Warden 


James Major they have been "the 
'best behaved prisoners I ever saw."

home in New Brunswick in which 
she has lived with Willie since the 
death of her husband.
